Since Monday the channel between the 
tower and the shore has been filled with 
cakes of floating ice, and Maas has been a 
prisoner at the scene of his labors, which 
are most arduous itn the cold season: 

In the two small rooms of his midstream 
cottage, Maas Keeps bachelor quarters, and 
the limited space is divided between cook- 
ing utensils, furniture and supplies of food 
and fuel. 

This is Maas’ first winter at the intake. 
He was transferred tq the tower last sum- 
iner when, except fur the annoyance caused 
by mosquities, the place was one to be

The 
Kerens men refused to worry about the 
matter, contenting themselves with. the 
reported declaration of the President that 
he would retain all of the late President 
McKinley's appointees providing they had 
made good official records.

The only communication which Maas has 
with the shore is ‘furnished by a mega- 
phone, through which, when the wind is 
not too strong, he can inform the man at 
the furthest. point of the chain as to the 
state of water in the intake.

A tew simple remedies are included in the 
supplies with which Maas is enduring the 
ice riege. They must suffice for any ills to 
which he may fall heir until the channel 
becomes clear. 
Maas’ position is not without advantages. 
He does not have to dopend on street cars 
to get to his daily employment, for the 
work to be done is all in the basement of 
his own house. Burglars and stick-up men 
cannot reach him, and he can leave money 
and jeweiry in his bedroom without fear. 
His water pipes do not burst, for, while 
supplying the city with water, he has no 
plumbing in his own quarters. 


Constant Battle 

Against the Ice. 
Working hours are more numerous than 
sleeping hours at the tower. The ice below 
must be kept clear, and the task of keep- 
ing the inlet pipe unclogged sometimes com- 


pels the keeper to spend the greater part 
of the night in the frigid recesses beneath 
the tower, 

A long pole with a sharp hook at the 
end is used by the tower keeper in separat- 
ing and turning back the cakes of ice which 
seek to form a blockade about the mouth 
of the intake. A skillful disposition of the 
ice so as to divert the floating cakes to 
another direction sometimes gives the keep- 
er a respite of several hours, and this 
tirne can be used in sleep or rest. 

At low water one can go within 40 feet 
of the tower by tlhe stones of ‘‘Homer’s 
dike,”’ encircling the settling basin. High 
water covers the dike. 

On a clear summer day the confluence of 
the Missouri and the Mississippi, and alsvd 
the city of Alton, can be seen from the 
tower window. 

Besides the task of keeping the intake 
tuwer clean, the keeper at all seasons of 
the year must maintain the signals re- 
quired by the government for the guidance 
of navigators. This part of the work led 
the former ooccupant of the tower, Swee- 
ney, to call his task “lighthouse keeping.’

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Theodore Cabrilliac, Who Sold His 
Shoes for Bread, Could Find a Job 
of Work if He Could Only 
Read and Write.

Theodore Cabrilliac, humble heir to a 
proud name, sold his shoes to buy bread for 
his starving family Monday evening and 
walked three blocks to his home in the 
rear of 1223 North Seventh street, through 
snow and ice, in his stocking feet. 

His stockings were thin and torn, and 


blood marked the last stage of his journey 
ovér the icy street, but with stout heart 
he struggled on, carrying three loaves of 
bread, bought with the price of his shoes, 
to his wife and four hungry children. 

The Spartan boy with the fox gnawing 
his vitals or the Roman envoy with his 
hand in the flame displayed no more forti- 
tude than Cabrilliac. 

His life may pay the penalty for his self- 
abnegation. He is threatened with pneu- 
monia. 

When he sold his shoes Monday there 
was no coal, no food, only misery and ba- 
bies crying for food in the room. “I 
couldn't stand their cries,’’ explained Ca- 
brilliac. ‘“‘They were so hungry. We ate 
our last meal Sunday noon—a loaf of bread 
divided amongst six. I didn’t eat much, 
neither did wife, although she is sick. Ka- 
tie, my 14-year-old girl, John, 11 years old, 
Mike, 6 years old, and baby Midget shared 
the remainder of the loaf, even scraping 
up the crumbs. We shivered through Sun- 
day night, and put the last lump of coal in 
the stove. 

‘“‘Monday we had no coal, no bread and 
not a cent. 

‘IT went down on Third street and walked 
all day, begging a job. I have no trade. 
I made a living last winter unloading po- 
tatoes and packing them in storehouses, 
but potatoes are now so costly that op * 
pers fear that they will freeze coming to 
market. I couldn't find a job nowhere, 
and I was half frozen when I. got home, 
about supper time Monday night. But I 
didn’t go home to supper—we had no sup-

“IT walked down to the baker shop and 
ought four long loaves with my dime. The 
snow in my shoes made my feet so cold 
that outside the baker shop I pulled both 
shoes off and threw them away, thinking 
I could run home, three blocks away, in my 
stocking feet. 

“My feet were hurting all over when I 
reached the police station at Seventh and 
Carr streets. I wanted to go in there and 
warm but I was scared that they would 
question me and keep me. 

“When I was almost home a policeman 
stopped me. He helred me into my room. 
When the children grabbed the bread my 
feet quit hurting.”

sald: 
“I could make a living for my family if 
I could only read or write. I was born in 
St. Louis 43 years ago. My father was a 
Frenchman. For a long time I drove horse 
cars on the Fourth street line. When the 
cable car came in and gripmen had to read 
orders and make reports I had to give up 
my job. I know every street in St. Louis, 
and I could get a job as teamster if I was 
able to read tickets.’’

CONSIDERATION OF THE KELLY 
RESOLUTION DEFERRED: 


Delegate Stannard’s Ordinance Fixes 
Hares for Paesengers Whe Are 
Compelled to Stand. 


Council, at its mee Tuesday 
Eh Aa eferred until Jan. 8 or later con- 
sideration of Reo Kelly resolution, giving 
the Transit and Suburban 
days’ notice to improve their 
penalty of hostile legislation. 

The use thereupon commenced the leg- 
islative bombardment of the street railway 
eompanies, without waiting for the Council. 
Billa redueing the fare for standing passen- 
gers to $ cents, and requiring watchmen at 
all street railway crossings to prevent eol- 
lisfons, 

At Tuesday’s meeting of the Council the 

Kelly resolution, which was passed by the 
Howse of Delegates Saturday, was referred 
to the committee on railroads. The Couneil 
soon after adjourned until Jan. 3. 
On learning Tuesday night of the delay 
which the resolution had encountered in the 
Couneil, Delegate Stannard introduced the 
ordinanese reducing the fares of standing 
passengers to 2 cents. He had prepared this 
ordinance to be introduced at Saturday’s 
meeting, but had held it in the expectation 
that the Council would promptly pess the 
Kelly resolution. 

The Stannard ordinance fixes fares for 
passengers who are compelled to stand on 
the platforms or in the aisles of street 
cars at 2. cents. A 22-cent passenger 
after paying his or her fare, may take any 
seat which may become vacant without 
being required to pay 3 e¢ents more. 
Passengers who stand from choice when 
a geat in the car is vacant must pay 6 
oents. 

Children under 12 years, who are obliged 
to. stand, shall be carried for 1 cent, the 
bill provides. 

A bill requiring steam and street railway 
companies to employ watchmen at all 
street crossings where tracks intersect or 
converge was introduced by Delegate Troll. 
Failure to employ watchmen shall be a 
misdemeanor punishable by a daily fine of 
net less than $25 or more than $300. 

In the House a bill was introduced by 
Delegate Pfeffie fixing the width of sprink- 
ling wagon tires at four inches. 

In both the upper and lower branches of 
the Assembly the presiding officer tender- 
ed his ‘colleagues the compliments of the 
season, before the holiday adjournment.

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 18.—A 19-year-old 
girl ties on a cot in the county hospital 
and the Wells-Fargo Co., through its at- 
torney, says she is the cleverest imposter, 
fakir and fraud that the courts of Arapahoe 
County have ever given a place on the eal- 
endar, 

Bhe is Miss Nellie Gunn, pretty, blond- 
haired, brown-eyed and for five months she 
has been on the flat of her back, almost 
motionless, an enigma to all the medical 
profession of Cripple Creek. Paralysis was 
the decree. She might never walk again, 
they said, and at best, she was assured, 
she should not leave her bed for the space 
of two or three years, perhaps longer, The 
girl could not move of her own volition, 
her body was without feeling. At times she 
could not speak. She was completely help- 
less, so far as the knowledge of the phyal- 


clans could discover. 

The Wells-Fargo Express Co. is held to 
account for the terrible affliction that has 
fastened hold upon the pretty Cripple Creek 
girl, to the extent of $26,000 damages. She 
was thrown from an express wagon last 
June by the alleged carelessness of one of 
the company’s drivers and hurled against 
Se curbing, spraining, as she declares, her 
epine. 

It is declared and it will be the aim and 
effort of the express company to prove to 
the jury in Judge Carpenter's court, that 
she did wilfully, with direct intent to de- 
ceive, counterfeit the illness with which she 
has been so long confined. If the conten- 
tion of the defendant ote aged is sustained 
in court the Cripple Creek maid will hold 
the untouched record among gir] kind for 
grim perseverance and inyention of the 
most difficult ruse ever attempted to ob- 
tain money on so big a scale. 

Nellie Gunn was brought to Denver from 
the Sisters’ hospital in Cripple Creek three 
days ago. Apparent! unconscious and 
without life, she was placed In the care of 
the nurses of the county hospital. She did 
not speak nor seem to have the power to 
do so, and when her flesh was pinched:‘or 
pricked no movement or response was no- 
ticeable. 

Several Denver physicians were called in 
to examine the girl and to explain, if pos- 
sible, her strange state, the cause of which 
is stated to be the injured spine. ‘he girl 
looked at them blankly when they began 
their examination. Her eyes were without 
expression, her mind apparently without 
comprehension. She was perfectly limp. 
She allowed the physicians to stick needles 
or pins in her flesh without so much as 
flinching or winking an eye.

Her husband and brother were 
killed last Thursday. When the govern- 
ment troops dove the insurgents from the 
trenches on Friday Senora Mendoza es- 
caped to San Blas in a small boat with In- 
dians. 

Senora Mendoza has been an intrepid 
fighter during the last two insurrections on 
the isthmus. She displayed gallantry in the 
recent battle at Buena Vista. 

According to the latest advices the rebels 
are still offering resistance to the govern- 
ment near Nombre de Dios. 

Employes of the Caribbean Manganese 
Mining Co., at Nombre de Dios, have ar- 
rived in Colon. They feared that their lives 
would be endangered by remaining at the 
former place. 

When the government reinforcements ar- 
rived in two sloops at Nombre de Dios last 
week, the rebel forces in small vessels en- 
deavored to get near enough to throw dy- 
namite bombs on th3 government boats, 
but did not succeed owing to the superiori- 
ty of the latter craft in sailing. 

Among the rebels killed during the fight- 
ing was thetr leader. Col. Sosa. He was 
one of the revolutionists who surrendered 
when Colon was recaptured by the govern- 
ment.

BASTY LEGISLATION 
DENOUNCED 


“WE AOQUIRED THEM IN FOLLY; 
DISPOSE OF THEM IN WISDOM.” 


Any Disposition of the Islands, He De- 
clared, Woula Be Better Than 
Their Reiention by the 
United States. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 18.—Representative 
De Armond of Missouri held the attention 
of the House in his address on the Philip- 
pine tariff bill. The fact that Judge De 
Armond recently made a tour of the tsland 
gave added interest to his remarks. The 
keynote of the speech was opposition to 
haste in legislating for the Philippines. The 
most striking part of the address follows: 

““We have now arrived at a period in our 
history when expedition in legislation ty 
esteemed beyond wisdom in legislation, 
when rapidity of movement is regarded as 
of more importance than wisdom in con- 


sideration or yuatise in decision. 

We are legislating now after the manner 
of the empire. We are moving with the 
swiftness of armed battalions. We are gg, 
pressing debate, we are striking blindiy, in 
stupid confidence, in utter disregard of the 
rights of American citizenship, the rights 
of the Filipino and the rights of the Amer- 
ican representative. This body has been ad- 
journed more days than it has been in ses- 
sion since it met two weeks ago. It is not 
for lack of time that debate upon this most 
important moasure ig denied. 

‘“‘How far-reaching is it? Is it such a 
measure as ever : Pend nage dong, the little 
Porto Rican abortion—saw the light in an 
American Congress, challenged the atten- 
tion of the American people, threatened the 
aes of the American nation? Certainly 
not. 

“It ig a new departure. It is plunging 
biindly over a precipice; it is sailing, with- 
out chart of compass, for an unknown port 
over ar unknown sea. Who can tell the ef- 
fect of this legislation? Who can tell the 
end of what you are so precipitately be- 

nning? Who can foresee the outcome? 

Vho can promise safety? Who can meas- 
ure the depths of disaster that may follow 
legisjation so hasty, so ill considered, so un- 
usal, so un-American, so un-Democratic, so 
un-Republican, so imperialistic?’’ 

“How well might a little time be devoted 
to the consideration of such a policy as 
this. How easily might there be,opportun!l- 
ty given to all who have views to express 
to express them. Why deny the right of 
amendment? Why offer a crude bill, to be 
rushed through by the brutal power of the 
majority? You should desire legislation 
sound and good. You have y ur majority 
to carry your measure through. If anything 
can be offered, upon this side, or upon that 
side, to better the proposed measure, why 
exclude it, why cut it off? Why not let us 
consider it? If your measure in itself is 
the best that can be evolved by theintelli- 
een you have your majority be- 
ind you to pase it.

“The fact is, in my judgment, that any 
disposition that can be made of the Phil- 
ippine Islands is better than their reten- 

on. And there are many dispositions that 
can be made. You seek not to rt with 
them. You seek not to allow the people 
to govern themselves. You are apparently 
indifferent about treasure and life and the 
constitution, or at least blind alike to the 
interests of Filipino and American. You 
deprive the Filipino of the right of selif- 
government because, you say, he cannot 
govern himself as well as we can govern 
ourselves, or as you can govern him. 

“For Filipino land, he can govern himself. 
A Filipino government by Filipinos and for 
Filipinos would, of course, be far inferior to 
an American government by Americans 
and for Americans, just as the Filipino is 
far inferior to the American. And then for 
ourselves—and I am selfish enough to look 
first to the interests of our country, 
or try to do 80; to look § first 
to the welfare of our own institutions 
and to promote first our own good and the 
wood of other peoples afterwards—how 
much of the evil we could get rid of and 
how much danger we could shun, how mugGh 
of harm we could escape, how much of good 
we could do, evans we would expend our 
resources and our energies in developing 
our own country, to make of this republic 
of ours not only the greatest republic in the 
world, but the ideal republic of all the 
world; advancing on the lines of true prog- 
ress through the years and through the 
ages, instead of frittering away our time 
and wasting the treasure and sacrificing the 
lives of our countrymen in a vain quest of 
empire beyond the ocean.”’

Conciliation and Arbitration 
Are in This Great Plan. 


—_——— 


THE COMMITTEE OF THIRTY-SIX 


IT IS COMPOSED OF EMPLOYERS, 
EMPLOYEES AND DISINTER- 
ESTED MEN. 


Theirs, Says Senator Hanna to the 
Post-Dispatch, Will Be the Task 
of Settling Amicably the 
Labor Differences of 
the Future. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Action of mo- 
mentous importance to every man, woman 
and child in the United States is being 
taken by the distinguished representatives 
of capital, of labor and of the principie of 
arbitration in session here, under the aus- 
pices of the National Civic Federation. 

permanent committee of 36 men has 
been appointed to deal with all serious la- 
bor disturbar.ces, consisting of 12 repre- 
sentatives of capital, 12 representatives of 
labor and 12 men who were recognized as 
“representatives of the people generaliy.” 

The object is to bring capital and labor 
together in harmonious co-operation, and 
by the widest possible application of the 
principle of arbitration to prevent in fu- 
ture all strikes, lockouts and other indus- 
trial disturbances.

The real scope of this plan was hardly 
understood by the majority of the con- 
ferees themselves, much less by the general 
public, until the personnel of the com- 
mittee of 36 was announced as follows:

This committee will meet today for the 
election of officers and the adoption of a 
program of plan and scope. Great interest 
centers in the outcome or today’s session, 
for until the details of the plan are finally 
agreed: upon the general public can form 
but a vague idea of the real purposes un- 
derlying this giant scheme. 

The proposed plan and scope will be ar- 

ed in detail—the labor leaders particu- 
arly being prepared to make a strong 
stand, if necessary, to maintain the inde- 
pendence of their organizations. 


Labor Will 
Be Considered. 


It is the general impression of those most 
deeply concerned in the movement, how- 
ever, that the capitalists and ‘‘neutrals’’ 
are in a frame of mind calculated to in- 
sure the granting of liberal concessions to 


labor, and thus the full completion of the 
main plan on the lines originally laid down 
is confidently looked for within the next 
few days. Just who is mainly responsipile 
for the idea has thus far not been dis- 
closed, 

That the most powerful money interests 
are working in harmony to effect a plan 
which will obviate serious labor troubies 
for years to come is a fact which has been 
clearly demonstrated by the sessions of 
the past two days. None of the conferees 
will yet say who first mapped out the 
working plan, but it is expected that the 
whole story of its origin and growth will 
be told as soon as the plan and scope have 
been definitely decided upon. It is known 
that Seth Low and Bishop Potter had 
much to do with the scheme from the start. 

The exceptional willingness, the almost 
eagerness, of the tfust magnates to get on 
new terms of oy, with the labor union 
leaders was partially explained by Lewis 
Nixon in a speech before the committee 
when, in spea ing of his treatment of his 
employes in his ship yard, said: 


Advice Given 

to “Go Easy.”’ 

“There is no question but within the last 
few months there has been a sentiment in 
the minds of manufacturers and advice 


given to ‘go easy.’ ”’ 

This was interpreted by some to mean 
that the great employers of labor had 
feared some vast upheaval of labor in the 
near future that would be more extensive 
than any heretofore in the history of the 
country and that an understanding had 
been reached among the corporations to be 
excessively liberal with their workmen to 
avert trauble, not only in the near future, 
but if possible for a great many years to 

me. 

“Fenator Hanna was in his happiest mood 
in consequence of the progress made at the 
conference when seen today. 

“Tt is something I have been working 
n for a year,” declared the senator. ‘“Suc- 
cess is now in sight; in fact it seems as- 
gured. 

“The body of 36 men appointed is to be 
one of extreme importance to the welfare 
of the country. Just what the plan and 
scope of their powers are to be must be 
determined later. As yet we have only gen- 
ral ideas on the subject. 


Arbitration Is 
the Keynote. 

“The scope will be as broad as we can 
make it. The powers will be conciliatory. 
[hese 36 men will conciliate, ameliorate and 
arbitrate. The fundamental principle is 
to draw labor and capital closer together— 
o remove the barriers that have existed. 

“after all, public opinion is the arbiter 
of labor difficulties. It usually determines 
the isue. This movement will bring men 
representing both sides into sympathetic 
relation, where ideas of right and justice 
may be brought into application to the 


troubles. 
“We first want to establish the relation, 


then these, wer and authority, will come. 
It is education by contact ‘that will accom- 
plish the great good. These men repre- 
senting invested capital and men repre- 
senting the workingmen will be brought 
into sympathy and understanding. 

“Our work is to be done upon the broad 
basis of human nature. Some labor organ- 
izations have been overexacting and arbi- 
trary in their demands. At this meeting | 
have found the spirit of laboring men sin- 
cere, honest and sympathetic. 

“The objection that a committee of 36 
may be too large and cumbersome amounts 
to nothing. By having a committee of that 
size every interest, every section is repre- 
sented. That gives every light upon a 
question, and that is important."

A correspondent of the Chicago Record-Herald writing from 
Buda-Pest gives some interesting facts concerning that great 
capital, which is the model city ef the world. 

“Thirty years ago Buda-Pest was a primitive and forlorn set- 
tlement of not more than 100,000 people living in tenements that 
were built in the eighteenth century. Now it is a splendid city 
of 606,000 Inhabitants and has “undergone a physical and archi- 
tectural transformation that has never occurred elsewhere.” 

The intcrest of St. Louis in this model city is due to the simi- 
larity of natural features. River, soil and topography are much 
the same. 

The city abounds in stately public buildings, art galleries, li- 
braries and other public works, arfd the streets are beyond re- 
proach. The street car system is considered the best in the world, 
the underground railway is a model, the stations artistic and 
comfortable and the fares are four cents. No city in the world 
can show a sewer system so perfect. The telephone service, the 
electric light facilities and all other public conveniences are of 
the best. 

How did it all come about? The answer is on the surface. The 
Hungarians now have what Kossuth fought for—liberty. And 
they have used their liberty wisely. 

The people of St. Louis have liberty, but they haven't a model 
city. They have misused their liberty. They have been at lib- 
irty to devote their energies to the promotion of their individual 
fortunes and they have been very successful. They have been at 
liberty to build a great and beautiful city. But they have not 
done 80. 

Now is the time to reform and apply liberty to public as well as 
private purposes. We can do in St. Louis what has been done 
in Buda-Pest. Let it be done.

REGISTERED PACKAGES IN BAG 


WO MEANS OF ENOWING AMOUNT 
OF THE LOSS. 


Robbers Make Gcod Their Hscape, but 
Dragnets Have Been Spread in 
Hopes of Their 
Capture. 


The police and detective departments and 
the federal] authorities have spread their 
dragnets in the hope of capturing three 
bold highwaymen who robbed Oscar Koel- 
Jing, a driver of a United States mall wag- 
on, of a pouch of registered mail matter 
‘as he was leaving the postoffice annex at 
Third and Olive streets a few minutes after 
6 o'clock Tuesday night. 

Koelling was standing in the vestibule 
waiting for a messenger to accompany him 
to the wagon with the pouch. While in the 
vestibule the three men pduncefl upon him. 
One struck him a powerful Blow in the 
stomach with his fist. Another struck him 
on the temple with the butt end of a re- 
volver, while the third grabbed the pouch 
and ran with it. All of the robbers es- 
caped. 

Koelling is 17 years old and is small of 
Stature. He is employed as a driver of 
mail wagons by Deck & Robertson, who 
have a contract with the government to 
carry mails. He has been in St. Louis 
about six weeks. Prior to that time he 
Was employed on a farm near Boonville, 
Mo. He makes his home with his brother 
at 26118 Walnut street.

The robbery was cleverly planned and 
boldly executed. The robbers were famil- 
far with the character of the mail carried 
and the hours of the departure from the 
annex of the valuable packages. Twice 
each day does the postoffice department 
send registered mail from the annex to 
Union Station—at 4:45 and 6 o'clock. 

It was for the latter mail that the rob- 
bers decided ‘to strike. When  Koelling 
drove up to thé Third street entrance to 
the annex a few minutes before 6 o'clock, 
he entered and receievd the package. Frank 
Hostetter, the messenger who was to ac- 
company Koelling with the pouch, told 
the driver to wait at the door while he 
put on his coat and hat. 

Koelling opened the inner door and stood 
in the vestibule. He was there only an in- 
stant when the sudden assault was maie. 
He was seized and dragged outside. The 
blows were dealt, and he was relieved of 
his pouch. 

Koelling ran back into the annex. He met 
Hostetter coming out. He related his expe- 
rience, and the two sought Supt. Gemmer, 
who has charge of the annex. Supt. Gem- 
mer notified Chief Postoffice Inspector Dice, 
who in turn informed the detective depart- 
ment at the Four Courts. Meager descrip- 
tions of the robbers were recelved,; and 


these descriptions were read to the detec- 
tives and to all members of the police de- 


partment. 


A conference was held by Mr. Dice, Post- 
master Baumhoff and Mr. Gemmer. Koell- 
ing was taken to the Four Courts, where 


he was questioned at length by Chief of 
Detectives Desmond. The young man told

BROOM COLONY FOR THE BLIND 


Sightless Kanzasc Man Sees a Way to 
Make the Helpless Self- 
Supporting. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 18.—Frank King, a 
blind man of Kansas City, Kan., and a 
former puptil in the Kansas school for the 
blind in that city, has evolved a pian by 


which, he believes, the blind people of this 
country may be placed on an equal tooting 
with those who can see, so far as industrial 
qualifications ure concerned, Mr. King’s 
plan is to establish a colony of blind people 
somewhere out in Kansas and make the 
members of the colony self-sustaining by 
raising broom corn and making it into 
brooms. 

Mr. King is a blind young man who is 
perhaps known by more gr than any 
other person in Kansas City, Kan. He has 
lived in that city nearly all his life and was 
educated thére. He is energetic to an un- 
usual degreé and he writes letters on a 
typewriter almost as skilifully as a trained 
operator who can see. 

“IT purpose establishing a colony to as- 
sist energetic blind people who are willing 
to help themselves,"’ he said to a reporter 
yesterday, “and I mean to do it without 
the intervention of ‘class legislation,’ as 
our statesmen are pleased to call such leg- 
islation as they have given to slightless 
people. 

“Tl realize,”” he said, after some reflection, 
“that the broom industry is only in its 
infancy, and hundreds of blind men may 
be employed yearly in this industry. Ir is 
my intention to establish such a colony, if 
I can only have the co-operation of the 
blind ople and thetr friends. I have. in 
my blind condition, worked in the broom 
corn fields from the time the seed is plant- 
ed until it was cured and seeded, baled and 
sorted, and made into as fine brooms as 
ever adorned a show window. I know that 
other blind people can do and are doing 
the same thing, and I can ste no reason 
why such a project cannot be carried out. 
With acing of fine broom corn land to be 
bought in Kansas at a low price, and as 

a market as can be found anywhere,

MUCH GRAIN IN OREGON. 
Columbia Valley Is Shipping Fine 
Product to the East. 
PORTLAND, Ore., Dec. 18.—About 1,000,000 
bushels of barley, 350,000 bushels of wheat, 
and perhaps 100,000 bushels of oats from the 
Columbia valley will find a market in the 
east this season. Most of the dats will 
go to Colorado. One of the factors in the 
movement of grain is the reduction tn the 
rate from 90 cents to @ cents per hundred 


pounds. Much of the wheat goes to the 
manufacturers of cereal food preparations. 
The shortage of the wheat crop of Utah 
made it necessary for that state to look 
to the Columbia valley for its supply, and 
a special rate of 4 cents per 100 pounds 
was made for that movement. 

The most notable feature of this season's 
rain shipment to the eastward, however, 
s barley. The crop in the Columbia basin 
this year is of exceptionally fine quality for 
brewing. The big brewing centers of the 
east—Milwaukce, Chicago, St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, Omaha and other cities—became 
aware of the excellence Of the northweat- 
ern barley early in the season and began 
placing orders for supplies.

BERLIN, Dec. 21.—The Emperor, among 
a@ variety of new subjects engaging his at- 
tention. is looking:into the relations of the 
German workmen's productiveness and the 
use of beer during working hours. His 


majesty’s inquiries among employers — 
students of social questions indicate tha 
he regards the beer now drunk regularly 
cn factory premises as appreciably detri- 
méntal to both accuracy of workmanship 
and amount of product. 

A movement is on foot to exclude beer 
from the factories. Several works have al- 
ready educated their operatives to dispense 
with the morning and afternoon beer re- 
cesses. It is quite common for a workman 
to drink ten pints a day in the shops, while 
the average is not much below a gallon per 
day, especially among molders. 

An American firm making electrical ap- 
paratus here has kept records of the work 
done before and since the prohibition of 
beer. The result is 10 per cent increase in 
product per man. Part of the increase,

Cabinet Ministers Call on the Inven- 
tor and Inspect His Experi- 
mental Station. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAINT JOHNS, N. F., Dec. 18.—Not con- 
tent with warning Marconi that he must 
not experiment in this colony the superin- 
iendent of the Anglo-American Cable Co., 


which has a monopoly of the telegraph, 
waited upon Sir Cavendish Boyie, governor 
of the colony, demanding that he and the 
Other public officials should not visit the 
Marconi station here, as they proposed to 
do under invitation from the inventor, on 
the ground that they would thereby give 
official countenance of a matter inimicai to 
the interests of the company. 

The result was a cabinet meeting at 
which the ministers concluded to make the 
visit, feeling that they could not refuse, 
as they would cause serious reflections 
against the spirit of progress in the co.ony. 
The ministers said.also that they desired 
the colony tu participate in the glory of the 
great scientific discovery, and that the col- 
ony need not take a neutral position until 
the developments had reached a more prac- 
tical status. 

The visit was made, but no effort was 
made to secure communication with the 
wireless station at Poldhu, on the Corn- 
wall coast, and Mareoni anilounced that he 
would cease operations here until the op- 
position of the Anglo Company was wit 
drawn.

SAMPLES FOR HEALTH BOARD 


Poses as a Representative of Depart- 
ment tt» Make Focd 
Inzpection.

CHICAGO. Dec. 18.—Saloon-keepers who 
Offer attrac'ive and generous displays of 
free lunches to customers have been made 
the victims of a man who has discovered 
a novel and safe scheme to secure all the 
edibles, without first buying something 
to eat. 

The free lunch confidence man enters a 
saloon with a satchel in his hand. He walks 
boldly up to the counter which holds the 
huge platters of roast beef, boiled ham, 
pickled sardines, rye bread, chese and 
sundry other edibles. Without making any 
fecret of his movements the stranger, who 
is well dressed, begins to take generous 
portions of each sort of food and place 
them in his satchel. 

In almost every case the waiter in the sa- 
loon approaches the stranger and asks 
what he means by taking the contents of 
the !unch counter in a Shateeale fashion. 
The pilferer otf food replies that he is an 
employe of the Chicago city health depart- 
ment and has been commisioned to get 
samples of free lunch diet for examination 
to determine if adulterated foods are used. 

“But these foods are pure and whole- 
some,’ expiains the proprietor, who is then 
called to witness the plea of the man with 
the satchel. 

“Well, 1 can’t help that,’’ replies the 
man. “I have orders from’ Commissioner 
Reynolds to collect samples from every 
free lunch saloon in Chicago and Iam going 
to doit. This roast beef looks suspicuous- 
ly like mule meat.’ 

This statement or one similar to it is pro- 
nounced in a loud voice so that those in 
the saloon may hear it.
